He 
calied them a “gang without ideals 
or spiritual values.” He pictured 
them as archeriminals whose de- 
struction would contribute to world 
peace, democracy and civilization. 

Vishinsky demanded the death 
penalty for 19 of the defendants.

dreaded head of the secret police, 
compared him with Al Capone. 

“We cannot leave such people 
alive,” he cried. “They can do so 
in America with Al Capones ‘who 
kill and kidnap people they want 
to get out of the way, but Russia, 
thank God, is not America.“ (Al- 
though Soviet Russia is officially 
godless, Thank God” is a com- 
monly used expression.) 

The giare of lights took the pris- 
oners by surprise as they filed 
into the courtroom. Alexis Rykov, 
Premier for nearly 10 years, and 
Dr. L. G. Levin hid their faces. 
Rykov leaned forward on the back 
of the chair of Gregory Grinko, 
once Commissar of Finance. Niko- 
jai Bukharin, former editor of the 
Government newspaper, Izvestia, 
took notes. 

Vishinsky hit sharply at the de- 
nials of spying made by Tagoda. 

“Foreign spies stuck to Yagoda 
like flies,” the prosecutor declared. 

He attacked Leon Trotsky as a 
“bandit and German spy,” and as 
the real leader of the conspiracy. 

“The defendants worked for four 
intelligence services — Japanese, 
German, Polish and British—but 
other countries which maintain 
friendly relations with those ser- 
vices benefited from their work,” 
Vishinsky asserted.

Morgan made this statement af- 
ter President Roosevelt had asked 
him: “What evidence of dishonesty 
or malfeasance on the part of your 
colleagues have you in regard to 
the so-called Berry marble case?” 

Roosevelt’s Attitude. 

This followed an opening state- 
ment by Roosevelt that he had been 
convinced reluctantly that the work 
of the TV A board members was 
impeded and real issues of public 
policy obscured by their — 
recriminations. 

The case to which Roosevelt re- 
ferred in questioping Chairman 
Morgan involved claims by Senator 


| Berry (Dem.), Tennessee, for pay- 


ment from the T V A on marble 
land in the Norris Dam basin. 

In a statement to the press some 
days ago, Morgan accused his T V 
A associates, Directors H. A, Mor- 
gan and David F. Lilienthal, with 
bad faith in their handling of the 
Berry claim. 

None of the three directors would 
comment as they filed out of the 
President’s office for a luncheon re- 
cess following the two hour and 10 
minute opening session. 

“I Don’t Want Opinions.” 

After Morgan’s statement decry- 
ing the results to be obtained from 
the meeting, Mr. Roosevelt inter- 
rupted him abruptly: “Wait a min- 
ute, I don’t want opinions. I have 
asked you a question about the 
Berry marble case, and I want you 
to confine your answers not to opin- 
ions but to facts.” 

Morgan asked to he allowed to 
complete his statement. The Presi- 
dent said: 
any statements to talk about opin- 
ions.” 

Morgan rejoined that he was 
“giving my reasons for not answer- 
ing you directly and I think I must 
do it.” 

“Are you planning to answer the 
direct questioning?” the President 
said. 

“My statement,” Morgan said, 
“will indicate whether I am or not, 
I am of the opinion that this meet- 
ing is not, and in the nature of 
the case cannot be, an effective or 
useful fact finding occasion.. To 
properly substantiate the charges 
is not the work of a morning.

Stiff Resistance in Shensi. 

Japanese later reported the sec- 
ond river crossing into Shensi 
province, from Hoku, in extreme 
northwest Shansi far above the 
great elbow of the Yellow River. 

They said they captured two vil- 
lages, Tachantsun and Siaochans- 
sun, in Shensi, the Chinese Commu- 
nist province, but acknowledged 
that 20,000 Chinese were resisting 
stiffly from entrenchments in the 
highlands.

Wilson of the Northwestern Univer- 
sity crime detection staff said to- 
day a piece of skin taken from the 
body of Mrs. Betty Crabb, fatally 
shot March 1 at Delavan, II., was 
of no value in the investigation of 
her death. , 

The piece, cut from around the 
wound she suffered, was too small, 
he said, to offer a clew as to the 
distance from which the fatal shot 
was fired. He added it appeared 
to have been removed after the 
body was prepared for burial, 
which he said obliterated most of 
the powder burns. 

“Powder burns at the point of 
the bullet’s entrance usually leave 
a sort of tattoo mark up to six 
inches in diameter,” Wilson said. 
“The piece of skin sent us for in- 
vestigation measured about an inch 
across and only two or three spots 
on it could be identified as powder 
burns.” 

Wilson said he had made no tests 
with a pistol said to have been the 
one with which Mrs. Crabb was 
shot.

Plebiscite Called Off.

The announcement followed re- 
ports that Germany and Austria's 
Nazis had exerted powerful pres- 
sure to avert the referendum, 
which Chancellor Schuschnigg had 
called for Sunday. 

It came as Austria was assuming

Whitney Is Rearrested, 
Expected to Plead Guilty

He was taken to the Elizabeth 
Street Police Station, far down in 
the murky East Side—on the bor- 
der of Chinatown, a short distance 
north of the glittering towers of 
Wall street.

Name? Richard Whitney. Age?

Simon F. Breen, on the 
desk, asked a question: “Has he 
been searched?” 

Sergt. Grasenecker, of Dewey’s 
detective squad, looked shocked, 
‘but managed to stutter out, “No, 
not yet.” 

A detective turned sheepishly to 
Whitney, who smiled and opened 
his ove t. Still smiling, he shook 
to the question, “Have you 
got any knives?” The officer delved 
into pockets, patted hips, and an- 
nounced, No property.“ 

Whitney’s only words during the 
proceeding were surprised “Thank 
you’s” to Sergt. Breen who shook 
his hand after the booking with 
the comment, “Mr. Whitney, I’m 
sorry to see you in this trouble and 
wish you the best of luck,” and 
then, “The Whitneys have always 
had a good name.” 

Whitney was then photographed 
and fingerprinted at police head- 
quarters. Shortly after, he posted 
$10,000 bond at the home of Judge 
William Allen. 

The McCall investigation brought 
out an indication that Whitney's 
financial difficulties were caused 
by heavy holdings in the stock of 
the Distilled Liquors Corporation, 
of New Jersey. Whitney and his 
partners held 139,000 shares with 
only 9750 shares outstanding, it was 
‘testified. The stock was purchased 
at an average price of $15 per share 
and now is selling around $3.87. 

Morgan, one of Whitney's part- 
ners, testifying under a waiver of 
immunity, said Whitney had con- 
cealed the firm’s ownership of such 
a large block of the stock by arbi- 
trarily alloting it to his partners. 
The loans obtained by Whitney 
with the stocks which he is ac- 
cused of misappropriating were ne- 
gotiated in an effort to save Whit- 
ney’s firm from collapse. 


Profit for Brandy Firm. 

The Distilled Liquors Corporation, 
makers of applejack brandy, were 
believed in Wall street a factor in 
the failure of Whitney & Co., but 
today the company announced it 
had completed its first profitable 
six months operations in its his- 
tory. 

For the six months ended Feb. 
28, 1938, profit was $24,909 after 
taxes and charges, President Nor- 
man W. Drescher said. From the 
time of formation in September, 
1933, to Aug. 31, last, Drescher said, 
the company had a cumulative op- 
erating deficit of $227,922. 

Drescher said the company is not 
in any way affected by the Rich- 
ard Whitney failure, Whitney’s 
only relation to the company being 
that of director.

Social Security Board Ruling Re- 
versed by Judge in First Test 
Oase; Decision Appealed.

Judge Emory Smith held in a writ- 


ten opinion today that an applicant 
for old age assistance under the 
State’s Social Security Law is not 
barred from receiving pension ben- 
efits through the ability of his 
children or other relatives to pro- 
vide support.

DR. WIRT, FAMOUS FOR RED 
CHARGES, DIES IN GARY, IND. 


Caused Congressional Inquiry Into 
Communist Propaganda in 
Schools in 1934.

GARY, Ind., March 11.— Dr. Wil- 
liam A. Wirt, Gary School Super- 
intendent whose charges that the 
nation’s schools were being used to 
spread Communistic propaganda 
prompted a congressional inquiry in 
1934, died today at his home here 
of a heart attack. 

Dr. Wirt, widely known for his 
educational work in the Gary 
schools and for his formulation of 
a study-play plan, was 64 years old. 
He became ill last night and died 
early this morning. 

He had been superintendent of 
the Gary schools since 1907. He 
came here when the school system 
was founded and put his theories 
of education into practice as the 
schools developed. 

Survivors are his widow, Mrs. 
Mildred Harter Wirt, a supervisor 
of the Gary public schools, and 
three children, William A. Jr., 
Eleanor, and Sherwood, all by Dr. 
Wirt's first wife from whom he was 
divorced.

Whitney’s Fall Recalls 
Jailing of Lord Kylsant 


British Shipping Magnate, of. Comparable 
Birth and Eminence, Served Term for 


Misleading 


Prospectus. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
LONDON, March 11.—In all the 


stories of the rise and fall of mod- 
ern plutocrats only one could be 
found today that was comparable 
to that of Richard Whitney, five 
times president of the Stock Ex- 
change, who was indicted yester- 
day in New York. It was the 
dramatic career of the British 
Baron Kylsant of Carmarthen, lord 
of ‘more than a sixth of his coun- 
try’s merchant marine, who served | 
a year in Wormwood Scrubbs 
prison because of a misleading pros- 
pectus that sought to induce in- 
vestors to buy the shares of his 
Royal Mail Steam Packet Co. 

Kylsant, whose story matches 
that of “the man who handled 
Morgan’s bond business,” died early 
last June—almost six years to the 
day after his conviction in Lon- 
don’s Old Bailey. There he had 
been on trial on two charges. 

The first, which he faced with 
an auditor, charged him with mak- 
ing misrepresentations in the fi- 
nancial statement of the Royal 
Mail, the great British merchant 
line to South America and Africa, 
in 1926 and 1927. Of this he was 
acquitted. His conviction was on 
the second charge—misrepresenta- 
tion in the 1928 prospectus of the 
line. 

Extensive Shipping Operations. 

The charges against Kylsant 
plunged all Britain into amazement 
just as financial London was re- 
covering a bit of its equanimity 
after the spectacular $70,000,000 
crash of the Clarence J. Hatry 
group—a crash in which Lloyd's 
Bank lost two and a half millions, 
Barclay’s Bank a million and a 
half, and which led to a i4-year 
sentence for Hatry. 

The Londoners could dismiss 
Hatry as an adventurer from whom 
one might expect a swindle, but 
Kylsant came of a faraily even 
more respected than the Boston 
Whitneys. It had received its coat- 
of-arms from Richard during the 
Third Crusade at the end of the 
twelfth century. 

Although Kylsant received his 
peerage only in 1923, he was known 
‘round the world before that as Sir 
Owen Crosby Philipps. His fame 
outstripped even that of his 
brother, Sir John Wynford Philipps, 
whom the English called “the 
father of the Argentine.” 


These two well-born sons of a 
clergyman made a good team. The 
elder soon focused his interest on 
South America and especially Ar- 
gentina. As he built towns and 
railways and street car lines, Owen 
began to supply the ships that 


brought South American wealth up 
the Thames. 

He bought and built vessels hand 
over fist. It was impossible after 
a time for him to tell just how 
many of them he owned or con- 
trolled, or just how wealthy he 
was. Typical of his transactions 
was the $35,000,000 deal twelve 
years ago by which he acquired 
the 500,000 tons of the White Star 
line to add to his Royal Mail. 
Though the line was originally 
chartered for the South American 
trade, Kylsant, as chairman of the 
board, always pushed Royal Mail 
vessels farther and farther. He 
sent them to Africa and around 
Cape Horn as far as Vancouver. 
And he found time, too, to serve 
as a director of the Union Castle 
line, England's famed Southern 
Railway and a dozen other land 
and sea transport companies. 

Commoner and Peer. | 

He found other time for war 
work and for politics. He stood for 
Parliament as early as 1896 and 
1898 as a Liberal, but was defeated. 
He finally reached a seat in the 
House of Commons in 1906, but 
after a defeat in 1910, he was 
forced to change party labels. to 
win again in 1917 as a Conserva- 
tive. 

That change in party allegiance, 
incidentally, also brought him 
knighthood in that last war year. 
Elevated to the peerage five years 
later, his triumph seemed complete, 
He had become to England some- 
thing of what John D. Rockefeller 
was to the United States. Tall and 
reserved, he had the distinctions of 
birth and place and wealth—and 
he bore them well. 

Then came the anti-climax. In 
June of 1931 he was brought into 
the fast-moving English courts. 
Even though he had Sir John Simon 
as his counsel, there were no con- 
tinuances or changes-of venue. To- 
ward the end of the month he 
pleaded not guilty. Before the end 
of July he had been sentenced. 

Because he had been under the 
care of the prison physician, he 
was freed on bail for a few weeks 
while his appeal was perfected. This 
was denied by the Court of Appeals 
on Nov. 4, and he re-entered prison 
the same day—to remain there 
until Aug. 18, 1932. 

His wife spoke for him ‘when 
he left Wormwood Scrubbs. He 
was very tired, she said. Instead 
of taking him to their t May- 
fair home, she went with him to 
a country retreat at Coombs in 
Oxfordshire. There he died last 
June 5 without heir. He was 75 
years old.

With the advent of the New 
Deal and, more specifically, Ferdi- 
nand Pecora’s Senate investigation 
of Wall Street, Whitney became 
the spokesman and champion of 
the Stock Exchange—and also one 
of the most overbearing witnesses 
ever questioned in Washington. 

In the e ng years he became 
the leader of the extreme right 
wing of the New York financial 
coterie and, naturally, one of the 
most bitter opponents of the Roose- 
velt administration. That was all 
right for brokerage houses like his 
that had little to do with the ordi- 
nary customer, confining their ac+ 
tivities to transacting the business 
of private banking firms like that 
of Morgan, or making investments 
for the rich trust funds for which 
Boston is noted. 

But there were brokers in Wall

ALCOHOL CHARGE 


Two City Detectives, 
County Constable and 
Two Deputies Accused of 


5 OTHERS INVOLVED: 
BOOTLEGGER SOUGHT 


Two city detectives, with a St. 
Louis County constable and two of 
his deputies, were arraigned today 
on Federal warrants charging a 
conspiracy to violate the internal 
revenue laws in a scheme which 
involved extortion of money from 
a bootlegger, impersonation of 
Federal officers, and subornation of 


perjury. 

The detectives, Charles W. Har- 
ington and William Cooper, had 
been assigned to the Ruskin Ave- 
nue district, which adjoins St. 
Ferdinand Township in the county, 
for which Andrew T. Sears is con- 
stable. Sears’ deputies, held with 
him and the detectives, are Wil- 
liam H. Chandler and Ray Nied- 


ringhaus. 

Also held, as lesser figures in the 
conspiracy, are Procopio Badala- 
menti, known also as Sam Battag- 
lia; Sam Randazzo, Vito Pulizzi, 


Sam Scorfina and Vito Bono, de- 
scribed by Federal officers as St. 
Louis distributers of the illicit alco- 
hol of an Illinois bootlegger. 


Pay-Off Man Sought‘. 

The bootlegger, who is being 
sought in the continuing investiga- 
tion, is Antonio Mattina, said to 
have been the person from whom 
Sears, his deputies, and the detec- 
tives, are charged with having ob- 
tained money. 

Taken from Police Headquarters, 
where they had spent the night, to 
the Federal building for arraign- 
ment before United States Commis- 
sioner John A. Burke, the 10 men 
entered pleas of not guilty. They 
were held in custody of the United 
States Marshal pending arrange- 
ments for bond. 

Bond of $12,000 was ordered for 
each of the detectives. For Con- 
stable Sears and Deputy Niedring- 
haus, bond was fixed at $9000, and 
for Deputy Chandler, $7500. The 
bond required for Badalamenti was 
$10,000, and for each of the others, 
$7500. 

Attempt to Reach Witnesses. 

The Federal Grand Jury now in 
session has not completed its in- 
vestigation of this case, but the 
warrants were obtained late yester- 
day by United States District At- 
torney Harry C. Blanton after wit- 
nesses who had appeared before 
the grand jury informed him they 
had been approached by persons 
who sought to influence them to 
change the testimony they had 
given. 

Warrants charging conspiracy to 
violate the internal revenue laws 
by possession of untaxed alcohol 
were issued against the two detec- 
tives, the Constable and Deputy 
Niedringhaus, and Badalamenti, 
Bono, Pulizzi, Randazzo and Mat- 
tina. 8 


The two detectives are charged, 
in other warrants, with represent- 
ing themselves as agents of the 
Internal Revenue Bureau, and, in 
that assumed character, demanding 
money from Mattina. 

The third group of warrants, 
charging conspiracy to suborn per- 
jury, names the two detectives, Con- 
stable Sears, his two deputies, and 
Badalamenti and Scorfina. 


How Charges Arose. 
The circumstances which led to 
the arrests, developed in an investi- 
gation by special agents of the Fed- 
eral Alcohol Tax Unit, were de- 
scribed to a Post-Dispatch reporter 
as follows: 


Mattina, driving his automobile, 
loaded with 244 gallons of alcohol 
in five-gallon cans on Highway 99 in 
St. Louis County on Dec. 27, 1936, 
had an accident in which the car 
was overturned. Sears and his 
deputies, patrolling the road near 
the Lewis and Clark bridges, came 
upon the overturned car and dis- 
covered the alcohol. 

Instead of arresting Mattina, and 
reporting the facts to Federal au- 
thorities, the County officers per- 
mitted him to go unmolested. They 
loaded the alcohol into their own 
automobiles and drove away with 
it, after righting Mattina’s car, and 
having it impounded in a nearby 
garage. 

Posed as Federal Agents. 

On the next day the automobile 


following day, he got back the al- 
cohol. To accomplish this he paid 
$500. In. persuading him to make 
the payment, the detectives went 
to St. Louis County, where they 
represented themselves to Mattina

Morgan said that for a long time 
he had repeatedly “endeavored to 
secure the President’s adequate 
consideration of grave conditions 
within the T VA.“ 
had written a letter for transmit- | 
tal by the President to the T V A 
board, in which he asked “the data 
and assistance necessary for me to 
make a report to the President con- 
cerning the conditions I had crit- 
icised.” 

“The President did not grant that 
request and made no alternative 
suggestions,” Chairman Morgan as-

Suggests Resignation. 
The President also said if there 


various charges “there should be 
either a definite end to such per- 
sonal attacks and aspersions or 
else resignation from the board.” 

After Chairman Morgan's refusal

H. A. Morgan about the Berry case.

HEARING V¢ CONCLUDED . 


Clerk, Final . Tells of 
Forming Employes’ Protect- 
ive Association. 


The hearing in East St. Louis on 
a complaint of unfair labor prac- 
tices by the National Labor Rela- 


tions Board against Swift & Co. 
in its plant at the National Stock- 
yards was concluded today after 
18 days of testimony. 

A report on the hearing will be 
submitted with recommendations to 
the National Labor Relations 
Board by Albert L. Lohm, trial ex- 
aminer. The complaint, based on 
charges brought by Local No. 530 
of the United Packing House Work- 
ers’ Industrial Union, a CI O af- 
filiate, was filed by the Regional 
Labor Board at St. Louis. It in- 
cluded alleged discrimination 
against members of the CIO un- 
ion, alleged firing of employes for 
union activities, and sponsoring a 
company union. 

Final Testimony. 

The hearing ended with the con- 
clusion of testimony concerning 
the Employes’ Protective Associa- 
tion, an intervener, which the com- 
plaint charged was company-spon- 
sored. 

Robert Connelly, president of the 
association and clerk for the com- 


the association last April 20, short- 
ly after the Wagner Labor Act had 
been held constitutional by the 
United States Supreme Court, and 
the Employes’ Representation Plan, 
in existence for 17 years at the

Connelly related Mallott had told 


him the employes wanted an inde- 
pendent union, so after agreeing 
to be president, he drew up a 
rough draft of a constitution and 
by-laws, and started to distribute 
membership cards through other 
employes, warning them “not to 
get caught soliciting members on 
company property.“ The cards, 
copies of the constitution, bulletins 
and announcements in connection 
with the new organization were 
mimeographed on company equip- 
ment and stationery, the witness 
said. Meetings were held in com- 
pany quarters. 

After election of himself, Mallott 
and Gus Reed, Negro employe, as 
vice-president, by acclamation, Con- 
nelly: testified, he engaged in nego- 
tiations with the company manage- 
ment, and an agreement was 
reached recognizing the E P A as 
the sole collective bargaining agent 
for the employes. . A stipulation of 
the agreement, was “the present 
policies of the company would be 
continued,” Connelly said. The 
Labor Board's charges were based 
on a complaint of a CI union, 
which also carried on an organiza- 
tional campaign among the em- 
ployes. 

Handbills Criticised C I O.

Others 
speaking for it included F. J. Jef- 
frey, an Assistant Superintendent 
of Instruction, and Richard Mur- 


phy, a former member of the Board | 


of Education. 
First Ward Club Against Change. 

Recently the First Ward Demo- 
cratic organization of Committee- 
man John T. Soy approved the tax 
proposal, Soy has not been closely 
allied with Mayor Dickmann, The 
Municipal Board of Estimate and 
Apportionment, comprising the 
Mayor, Comptroller Nolte and Al- 
dermanic President Mason, has re- 
fused to support the 85-cent rate, 
as it desired the school tax reduced 
to 75 cents so that the city could 
levy a new 10-cent tax to raise 
money for relief or reduction of 
the deficit without increasing the 
aggregate rate.

The Mayor, who has gone to Hot 
Springs, Ark., added thathe had de- 
clined to discuss the school tax in- 
dividually, insisting that it was a 
matter for the whole Board of Es- 

te. He called attention indi- 

y to the fact that Comptroller 
Nolte, also a member of the board, 
is a Republican. The North St. 
Louis Business Men's Association 
unanimously indorsed the tax pro- 
posal, 
G. O. P. Committee for Same Rate. 

The Republican City Committee 
has indorsed the tax. Some Repub- 
lican leaders have said privately 
that this was an easy decision, on 
the ground that any reduction of 
the school levy would be absorbed 
by the Democratic City Administra- 
tion. 

Directors of the Real Estate Ex- 
change yesterday postponed for a 
week or more action on the referen- 
dum of active members, who vot- 
ed by a large majority to oppose the 
tax proposition. The count of the 
referendum has not been an- 
nounced, although the result has 
become known. Dickmann was pres- 
ident of the exchange before he 
became Mayor.

SACRAMENTO, Cal., March 11 
Tom Mooney's dramatic fight be- 
fore the State Assembly to win a 
legislative pardon failed today. 
A bill to free Mooney from San 
Quentin prison, where he is serv- 


ing a life term for the 1916 San | 
Francisco Preparedness day bomb- 
ing which killed 10 and injured 40 
persons, met the same fate as 
every other attempt in his 21-year 


tight for vindication. 


After hearing Mooney himself re- 
peat yesterday his oft-told story 
that he was “framed,” the Assem- 
bly voted, 39 to 35, to free him, but 
that was two votes short of the 
necessary majority of 80 members. 

Since two Assemblymen have 
died there actually are only 78 
members, but the speaker ruled 41 
was necessary for a majority. 

Failure at Night Session, 

Then began a long night session 
during which the sergeant-at-arms 
tried to round up four missing 
members. The bill finally failed 
when at 12:25 a. m. the Assembly 
voted, 38 to 28, against remaining 
in session longer. 

Assemblyman Ellis E. Patterson 
announced he would bring the 
measure up for reconsideration at 
10 a. m. today when all members 
were expected to be present. Op- 
ponents predicted he would fail. 

If he does fail, Assemblyman Paul 


Richie promised to bring up an- 


other bill urging the Governor to 
pardon Mooney. 

The defeated proposal, sponsored 
by Richie, was intended to grant a 
legislative pardon to Mooney On 
the ground that he was convicted 
“upon false and perjured testi- 
mony.” The bill needed approval of 
both. Assembly and Senate. The 
Senate killed a similar measure last 
year. 

No one knew whether.the Legis- 
lature had power to grant a par- 
don, a question never ruled on by 
California courts. 

Last year’s Assembly approved a 
bill similar to Richie’s resolution 
asking Gov. Frank Merriam to 
grant a pardon, but he said he 
would await disposal of Mooney’s 
case in the courts. 

Mooney Urges Amending of Laws. 

Mooney appealed from the As- 
sembly rostrum yesterday to 
“amend the laws to prevent future 
injustices to innocent men.” He 
had been subpenaed by the Assem- 
bly in connection with the pardon 
moves. 

Characterized by Richie as the 
“American Dreyfus,” the 55-year- 
old convict expressed belief that 
his freedom was near “either 
through action of the Legislature, 
the Governor or the United States 
Supreme Court.” 

Mooney’s appeal from State 
courts for a writ of habeas corpus 
is pending before the Supreme 
Court of the United States., The 
California Supreme Court refused 
to issue the writ. 

Speaking quietly at times and 
gesticulating emphatically at oth- 
ers, Mooney went over his story of 
alleged persecution, perjured testi- 
mony, and “frame-up” by elements 
he said opposed him because he 
was a labor organizer. 

“I have always maintained my 
innocence, and I want a full pardon 
or a new trial,” said Mooney, who 
has refused possible parole because 
it would not be vindication. 

Mooney appeared in good spirits. 
He has been under treatment for a 
stomach ailment in the San Quen- 
tm prison hospital. His prison rou- 
tine consists of light work in the 
garden and kitchen, often peeling 
potatoes. Mooney has studied law 
in prison and personally has direct- 
ed preparation of his various court 
moves. 

His unprecedented appearance 
before the Assembly touched off 
spirited debate. 

View of Court's Action. 

Assemblyman Chester Gannon 
asked Mooney to explain the State 
Supreme Court’s decision in refus- 
ing a habeas corpus writ, particu- 
larly as to whether he did not get 
“a full and fair hearing.” 

Mooney said the Court had done 
nothing but attempt to rationalize 
perjured testimony and “try to 
make black appear white.” 

Mooney's voice broke and he 
wept as he ended his two-hour ad- 
dress,

ROOSEVELT KEEPS 
UP FIGHT FOR TAX 
BEATEN IN HOUSE 


At Press Conference He 
Says Proposed Levy on 
Closely-Held § Corpora- 
tions Is Not Punitive.

WASHINGTON, March 11—In 


the face of delays and setbacks in 
Congress, President Roosevelt in- 


sisted today that he would con- 
tinue his efforts for governmental 
reorganization and the special tax- 
ing of closely-held corporations. 

Commenting at his semi-weekly 
press conference on the rejection 
this week by the House of the 
“third basket” provisions of the 
pending revenue bill, the President 
declared that before he got through 
with this subject he might cite sev- 
eral cases to illustrate that some 
taxpayers in the upper income 
brackets were enjoying special priv- 
fleges through the family-held cor- 
poration device. 

Throughout his discourse on this 
subject he spoke with obvious feel- 
ing. His position was that if two 
wealthy men had equal incomes 
they should pay equal taxes to the 
Federal Government. 

He began his comment by an- 
nouncing what he had to say might 
interest some newspapers which 
had stated that the third basket 
provisions constituted a “punitive” 
tax. This characterization was un- 
founded, he said, because the third 
basket provisions sought the end- 
ing of special privilege where it 
exists under present tax laws. 

His Hypothetical Illustration. 

Using the lawyers’ hypothetical 
illustration of “Mr. A.” and “Mr. 
B.“ he said that A and B were 
in the upper income tax bracket, 
making the same profits in money. 
Ought not, he asked, A and B pay 
the same amount of income taxes 
to the Government? 

Whenever the Government, ‘he 
complained, tried to get A and B to 
pay the same amount of taxes, the 
newspapers said this was “punitive” 
taxation. That, he observed, was 
the last word to use because the 
Government was merely trying to 
establish equality of taxation on the 
same amount of profits. 

Asked whether he was using Mr. 
A as a member of a partnership 
and Mr. B as the owner of a family 
corporation, the President replied 
that there were many distinctions 
between corporations, individuals 
and partnerships. The main idea, 
he declared, was that taxpayers 
having the same incomes should 
pay the same amount of taxes, 

No Indication of Next Step. 

He would not say how he ex- 
pected to continue his efforts for 
the “third basket” provisions now 
that they have been rejected by the 
House. He said that at present he 
was interested only in principles but 
that before he finished he might 
cite some cases. 

The term “third basket” is an in- 
vention of Under Secretary of the 
Treasury Roswell Magill, It is 
based on the proposal for a penalty 
tax on closely held corporations 
which do not distribute 56.7 per 
cent of their net income. The 
“first basket,” according to Magill, 
would hold the corporations subject 
only to the normal tax, the “second 
basket” those subject also to a sur-

Breaks With State Democratic 
Committee to Support 
Kennedy for Governor.

. WASHINGTON, March 11.—Sen- 
‘et Guffey (Dem.), Pennsylvania, 
today declared his support for 
Thomas Kennedy as a candidate for 
the Democratic nomination for Gov- 
ernor of Pennsylvania. 
Kennedy is backed by John L. 
Lewis, CTO leader, and is now the 
Lieutenant-Governor of the state 
and secretary-treasurer of Lewis’ 
United Mine Workers. 

The Democratic State Committee 
refused to indorse him at its recent 
meeting, selecting instead Charles 


IA Jones of Pittsburgh. 


“According to the rules of the 
game as I know them,” said Sen- 
ator Guffey, “Thomas Kennedy is 
much more entitled to the Demo- 
cratic nomination for the Governor- 
ship than is Mr. Jones.” 

“In Pennsylvania,” said Guffey, 
“The Democratic party cannot win 
without labor, and labor cannot win 
without the Democratic partv.” 

Pennsylvanians here regarded the 
Senator’s indorsement of Kennedy 
as an open break between Guffey 
and the state organization of which 
he had long been regarded as the 
leader. 

Guffey’s statement said: 

“In 1932, Kennedy was a part. of 
the organization that elected and 
sent 48 Roosevelt delegates to tne 
Democratic National Convention in 
Chicago. While he was doing this 
Jones participated actively in the 
‘stop Roosevelt’ movement by en- 
deavoring to have elected in the 
State delegates to the convention 
who would oppose Mr. Roosevelt. 
Mr. Jones was very active in his 
opposition to Mr. Roosevelt during 
the convention.

THE GREAT GARBO SUCCUMBS.

' Meanwhile; in the House of Representatives, seri- 
ous legislative craftsmen have been at work on the 
same problem. They have written their proposals into 
a series of bills, two of which have been passed and 
two others of which are well on the way to passage. 
On the whole, the House approach is to be preferred 
to that of the Senate. a 

In the first place, it is a mistake to attempt as 
much in one bill as the administration Senators are. 
proposing. They have lumped in one measure mat- 
ters relating to the structure of the executive depart- 
ments and agencies, their duties, their personnel and 
their relations with Congress. The Senate’s omnibus 
bill, for example, calls for the abolition of the pres- 
ent three-member Civil Service Commission, and the 
establishment in its place of a single commissioner. 
The wisdom of this is questionable, to say the least. 
Certainly, the issue is one which should be considered 
separately and on its own merits. 

Even more objectionable than this general defect 
of the Senate approach are certain of its specific 
provisions. Most objectionable of all is the proposal 
to abolish the general accounting office, now pre- 
sided over by the Comptroller-General, and to trans- 
fer its functions to the Treasury Department. This 
would greatly increase the influence of politics in the 
settlement of claims and accounts, at the same time 
removing the present salutary check on the spending 
of funds through the rendering of advance opinions 
on the propriety of expenditures. 

Whatever the faults of the office of the Comptrol- 
ler-General, there can be no denying that it has 
prevented much Federal misspending since its cre- 
ation. The House bill properly retains the post and 
its authority, but provides that the Auditor-General 
shall examine the decisions of the Comptroller-Gen- 
eral and report to Congress all decisions deemed by 
the Auditor-General not to be in accordance with 
law. This would provide a check against the possi- 
bility of occasional arbitrary use by the Comptroller- 
General of his authority. It ought to be obvious in 
the Senate, as it is in the House committee, that 
the. substitution of a post-expenditure audit—a 
means for determining just how wide the barn door 
was left open—would be a signal mistake. 

The protests against centralization of executive 
power which arose in many quarters when the ad- 
ministration plan was first announced were well- 
founded. The original Senate bill called for changes 
in the bases of the regulatory commissions, such as 
the Interstate Commerce Commission and the Fed- 
eral Trade Commission, which would have subjected 
them to presidential domination. To have allowed 
this would have permitted a dangerous extension of 
executive power in a new direction after denying it 
in the direction of the judiciary. An aroused public 
opinion can be thanked for the removal of this 
phase of the original administration bill. 

It is regrettable that there are not more evidences 
of resulting savings. Senator Byrd has a strong 
point against the Senate approach on this score,

Too Old at 33. 
the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
HAVE heard a lot, lately, about the 
sad plight of the man past 40, who 
cannot get a job because this is a young 
man's world.

tomobile used in his business, Upkeep, de- 
preciation and expensive repairs after an 
accident amounted to almost as much as his 
improper deductions. 

A year or so ago, we had evidence that 
might have been used to prosecute a score 
of the biggest movie stars. Upon advice of 
an “expert” who made out their returns, 
they had taken improper deductions, There 
was real doubt that the movie people had 
willfully cheated fhe Government, but the 
“expert,” who had collected huge fees for 
‘her sly counsel, knew she was breaking the 
law—and went to jail. If a man tells you 
he knows secret ways to evade tax, look out. 

In offices throughout the country, there 
are 3200 of us who check returns; and one 
taxpayer out of 12 receives a visit from us 
yearly, 50 per cent of these visits producing 
additional revenue for the Government or 
refunds to the taxpayer. 

Let's suppose I'm at my desk with your 
return before me. The first thing I decide 
is whether you have a “good tax record.” If 
‘your previous returns appear correct, if 
there are entries of small amounts of in- 
come that we might not otherwise discover, 
if your figures are recorded to the cent (in- 
dicating accuracy, not rough guesswork), 
and if the whole document seems to have an 
air of honesty, that’s a mark in your favor. 

I look to see if you are reporting interest 
on securities you owned the year before 
and, if not, whether you report their sale. I 
compare your ‘deductions through past 


EVEN years ago, when I became a Fed- 
Seu revenue agent, verifying income tax 

returns, I thought that to hold my job 
I must take the attitude that the taxpayer 
is always wrong—that to win promotion I 
must ruthlessly dig up more tax. But one 
of the first things they told me was that I 
wasn't to be tough, that I wasn't an officer 
of the law looking for culprits. 

I soon found that our job is to see that 
returns are correct, The amount of addi- 
tional tax we collect has nothing to do with 
our rating. We are supposed to be impar- 
tial judges and, being human, most of us 
get real satisfaction out of discovering that 
a refund is due a taxpayer. 

I am constantly astonished by the honesty 
of the average citizen. The department re- 
cently made a nationwide search for tax 
evaders; 500 agents checked the classified 
telephone directories and automobile regis- 
trations in the 500 largest cities. They 
turned up 120,000 individuals and business 
firms who had filed no return. Fewer than 
700 of these had taxable incomes, and most 
of them owed only small amounts and had 
failed to file only through ignorance,

The analogy just does not hold. 
Mr. Roosevelt has a considerable 
appetite for power. By American 
political standards, he conducts a 
very personal government, often in 
a high-handed and vindictive man- 
ner. But in no essential way is 
anything he is doing really like 
what is going on in the totalitarian 
states, and to pretend that it is like 
that is not to make opposition ef- 
fective but to make it faintly ridic- 
ulous.

Monsignor Joseph Wentker, pas- 
tor for 27 years of Our Lady of 
Perpetual Help Catholic Church, 
Twentieth street and Linton ave- 
nue, died early today of a heart 
ailment at St. Mary's Hospital, aft- 
er an illness of eight months. 

Mgr. Wentker, who was 71 years 
old, became ill last summer while 
in California. Returning to St. 
Louis in September in improved 
health, he remained active at the 
church for a month and was 
stricken again. He had been in the 
hospital since then. 

Born in Henderson, Minn., he 
was educated at a seminary in Mil- 
waukee, Wis., and at Innsbruck, 
Austria, where he was ordained in 
1890. Returning to the United 
States, he was assigned to St. Pe- 
ter’s Catholic Church in Jefferson 
City, where he served as assistant 
pastor for a short time. 

He then became chaplain. at the 
convent of the Sisters of Most 
Precious Blood at O’Falion, St. 
Charles County, and later was made 
pastor of a church at Elston, Mo., 
where he served two years. From 
there he was transferred to Bridge- 
ton, St. Louis County, where he was 
in charge of a parish 15 years be- 
fore coming to the city. 

In 1928 he was raised to the rank 
of Monsignor, in recognition of his 
services as treasurer of the Semi- 
nary Board of the Archdiocese of 
St. Louis, a position he held at the 
time of his death.

His paintings are often marked 
by a quiet, mildly satiric humor. 
Technicalyl his painting has un- 
usual richness and depth because 
of his painstaking method of un- 
derpainting and glazing in the 
manner of many of the old mas- 
ters, Art Museum executives said. 

Fiene, painter, etcher and lithog- 
rapher, was born in the German 
Rhineland in 1894. He studied at 
the National Academy of Design 
and at the Art Students’ League in 
New York. He is now an instruc- 
tor in drawing, painting and etch- 
ing. 

His pictures have been exhibited 
extensively. He is represented in 
the permanent collections of the 
Boston Museum of Fine Arts, the

Reverting to the tax bill, a re- 
porter asked the President if he 
favored the increase of the tax on 
whisky to make up for the rejec- 
tion of the “third basket” provi- 
sions. The President replied that 
he had not considered that phase 
of the situation. 

He declined to say when he would 
send to Congress the special mes- 
sage on monopolies which he prom- 
ised in his annual message.

ton; Robert A. Brennecke, clerk, 
Mississippi Valley Trust Co., and 
Fred H. Munstermann, cashier, 
United Bank of Union, Mo. The 
Rev. Cecil E. Chapman, Lincoln 
(Neb.) evangelist, was charged with 
violation of the Mann Act. 

Defalcations of $9065 were set 
forth in five counts of the indict- 
ment against Kania, 4540 Elmbank 
avenue, whose shortage at the Cass 
Bank & Trust Co., 1450, North Thir- 
teenth street, where he was em- 
ployed as a clerk, had been esti- 
mated at $2000. It was alleged 
that he diverted to his own use 
$2665 he received in 1936 from the 
Polish Franciscan Sisters at the 
Convent of Our Lady of Perpetual 
Help, 3419 Gasconade street, for 
deposit in the bank, and an addi- 
tional $6400 from the savings ac- 
count of another customer, Wil- 
liam McQuillan.

St. Louis Has Many Volunteers Who 
Never Miss an Opportuni

IRE sirens shrill through the 

streets; an engine passes, and 

not so far behind it follows the 
hook and ladder truck. That may 
be all, but then again after a few 
minutes another engine, another 
truck, tear past for the same desti- 
nation. A “two-bagger,” or second 
alarm, has been turned in, and if 
you wait a bit, odds are following 
shortly after the second pair will 
come at least one, and probably 
more, private cars barely keeping 
within the speed limits, but obvious- 
ly anxious to get to the fire in a 
hurry. 

Those are the cars of the “volun- 
teers,” who have no official connec- 
tion with the fire department, but 
are almost as certain to be at any 
fire larger than a “single” or “one- 
bagger” as a fireman. They are 
people variously known, besides 
“volunteers,” as “firebugs,” “fire 
fans,” or, to department members, 
“firemen’s friends.” 


They can’t resist chasing ‘the en- 
gines or . hanging around fire- 
houses; day or night, winter or 
summer, they are ready, psycho- 
logically forced, to drop anything 
they may be doing at the sound of 
a fire alarm. If they are so unfor- 
tunate as to have jobs that prevent 
them from going to fires, they are 
unable to work until they hear the 
engines returning; they are fight- 
ing the fire in their minds. 


St. Louis has several hundreds 
of these fire watchers in a more 
or less advanced stage of addiction. 
Some go only if unoccupied or a 
“four bagger” general alarm “bangs 
in.” Some need a three-bagger to 
get restless, while some are off 
even for a single or a still alarm. 
The latter comes over the telephone 
and is known also to addicts as a 
46 8 3 

Psychiatrists say that unlike the 
sub-normal pyromaniac who wants 
to start a fire, the “volunteers” are 
intelligent and socially responsible 
people who want to help put 
them out. Friends of the _ vol- 
unteers say they like the noise and 
excitement of the engines, and are 
fascinated by watching flames. The 
fans themselves seldom bother to 
analyze it, they just run to fires. 
Most of them have been running 
to fires since they wore short pants; 
some, in fact, seem to have inherit- 
ed the tendency, for their fathers 
before them were volunteers. One 
recalls his earliest spanking as 
having been for loping after the 
fire horses while hardly out of 
swaddling clothes; his first “arrest” 
for running away to the old “9 
clock alarm” of horse-drawn en- 
gine days so persistently that po- 
lice were sent after him. 

As children they hang around 
engine houses after school and 
learn the locations of the stations 
all over the city. As they grow a 
bit older, their first step is to learn 
the various code signals used by 
the Fire Department on the “joker” 
or tele-tape communication system. 
They learn that “off track” means 
‘a company has a break down, is 
at training school, or otherwise 
unable to respond to calls; “on

track” that it is ready for service 
again. They acquire lists of the 
fire alarm boxes with the num- 
bers and locations, and the loca- 
tions of the companies that re- 
spond. Many of the boxes and 
locations they memorize; one vol- 
unteer knew all of them, formerly 
when numbers were scattered 
about the city regardless of se- 
quence, and then the department 
systematized the alarms so con- 
secutive numbers were in the same 
locality. Now he carries a list. 


Formerly cliques of volunteers 
hung around the houses, playing 
checkers or cards, talking over the 
noted big fires—about how Phelim 
O’Toole and Mike Hester made 
their heroic rescues when the old 
Southern Hotel burned; the burn- 
ing of the Lindell Hotel as far back 
as 1869, and more recent blazes 
like the M. A. A. The last run 
with horses in 1927, for which vol- 
unteers turned out in hundreds, 
was a sad event for old-timers, al- 
though they still “drop the chains” 
when a company starts out, in 
memory of the chains before the 
horses’ stalls. 


IREMEN at Engine Company 

No. 1 can’t recall his name, but 

still speak of the volunteer who 
until his death several years’ago ar- 
rived at 9 a, m. every day, hung 
his coat and hat on a special nail, 
and stayed until 6 o’clock, except 
to go out for lunch, for 30 years. 
He attended the major fires, lis- 
tened to all the alarms that came 
in, and helped the firemen about 
the station. 

At fires, too, the volunteers help 
whenever possible, Of course large 
numbers are not allowed inside the 
fire lines and merely stand and 
watch, but there are about half a 
dozen “Honorary District Chief” 
badges that have been presented 
by the department in the past 20 
years, and 250 other fire line 
passes. Most of the passes are 
held by insurance adjusters, but 
some are used by fortunate volun- 
teers who have established them- 
selves, Other volunteers have sub- 
tle ways and means for getting 
past the police keeping the lines; 
% bucket of steaming coffee on a 
cold night is a pass almost any 
officer will recognize,” commented 
one fireman, and bringing working 


messages, or providing water gets 
them by. 

One occupation dear to a volun- 
teer’s heart is helping on a hose. 
Aside from it being one way of get- 
ting through the fire lines, it makes 
him a part of the department, gets 
him recognition. Always when a 
company “lets out a second line” 
and is shorthanded as a result, a 
volunteer is there ready to help 
straighten the hose, get bystanders 
out of the way and grab hold when 
the water comes through. The true 
volunteer seldom gets in the way, 
yet is always ready to help, and the 
firemen feel kindly toward him. 

One of the most noted of all 
St. Louis “volunteers” was the late 
William W. Thompson, who during 
40 years attended morethan 10,000 
fires. He started out as construc- 
tion supervisor for the Southwest- 


ern Bell Telephone Co., — went 
to fires to protect the company's 
equipment. He made himself use- 
ful in other ways, especially by 
cutting high tension wires that en- 


dangered firemen, and had a gong 


installed in his home, so he knew 
everytime an alarm rang in. He 
went, day or night, and in 1914 was 
made “Chief of the Twelfth Fire 
Department District,” an imaginary 
district created for him, and pre- 
sented with a diamond studded hon- 
orary chief's badge. 

He was often called upon to res- 
cue firemen endangered by electric 
wires, and was often endangered 
himself. While trying to rescue 
a fireman from a flooded feed store 
basement, both were nearly 
drowned, and he was badly hurt 
at the disastrous Christian Broth- 


ers’ College fire. He checked the 
department’s wiring, helped with 
searchlights, and invented a meth- 
od of plugging into electric circuits 
to get current for the searchlights 
without endangering the men. He 
attended all fire chiefs’ conventions. 

When he retired in 1931, city fire- 
men gave him a new red-painted 
car, with a bell on the hood and a 
siren and the insignia “Fire De- 
partment Electrician” on the side, 


although he had no official connec- 


tion with the department. When 
he died in 1935 he was given a full 
department burial. 

There are no more private alarm 
gongs now, except in some insur- 
ance officea, although at one time 
it was common for the favored few. 
One volunteer was divorced by his 
wife because he had a gong in his 
home ringing at all hours, and he 
would get up in the middle of the 
night to don his rubber boots and 
chase the engines. 

Many of the volunteers carry rub- 
ber boots in their cars, but gongs 
are out and hanging around the en- 


gine houses is decreasing. The rea- 
son is they can tune in on police 
calls on their radios and get alarms 
at home. Of course there is none 
of the fascination of keeping check 
on the immediate activities of each 
engine over the entire city that 
comes with ability to read the tick- 
er tape, but it does not completely 
monopolize a fan’s time. 

Another grievance of the modern 
volunteer is due to sirens. They 
all sound too much alike. In the 
old days when the clanging of bells 
signalled the approached of the 
engines, a real volunteer could say 
with conviction “There come the 
Thirty-eight’s,” or That's Nine’s 
truck.” But now while he can teli 
a fire engine from a trouble wagon 
or ambulance or police car, because 
of the higer pitch, he can't tell the 


companies apart, unless he hears 
them enough to tell a driver’s tech- 
nique. About all he can do with 
assurance is to know what truck 
will roll by after a particular en- 
gine. 

Few people are able to resist the 
temptation to go to a fire if it is 
fairly accessible, so the modern vol- 
unteers are not necessarily any 
hangover from the days of volun- 
teer instead of paid departments. 
Still, when the paid departments 
came in just before the Civil War, 
the Fire Wardens’ Association was 
organized here by fire fans, and 

the members were largely con- 
sistent blaze watchers. Years back 
the volunteers had it a bit easier 
than during the first part of this 
century before the radio. Before 
the cyclone of 1896 blew them away 
in South St. Louis, there were city 
tower bells that rang alarms. Sev- 
eral churches also had bells which 
rang alarms as well as the hours, 
and almost every male over 7 car- 
ried an alarm book in his pocket 
and would light out for the scene 
as soon as the bells finished. 

A. J. OReilly, former president 
of the Board of Public Improve 
ment and also engineer for the Fire 
Prevention Bureau, was an early 
volunteer, although his interest was 
an outgrowth of early connections 
with the department. He had 
charge of the first joker system 
when it was installed in 1877 to 
connect six engine houses. But it 
got in his blood and after he was 
elected to the Board of Public Im- 
provements in 1905 he kept chasing 
the engine, and for many years 
had a gong in his home. Now he 
doesn’t go to fires much, although 
he can give names and dates of al- 
most every important event in the 
history of the department. 

— « « 


OLUNTEERS may be becoming 
more homebodies because of the 
radio, but if anything their 
numbers are greater than ever, and 
they come from all walks of life. 
There is a St. Louis doctor who 
is always on hand for major blazes, 
and on occasion he has truly been 
a “firemen’s friend” when a fire- 
man has been injured or overcome 
by smoke. His medical kit is always 
at the disposal of the department. 
There are clerks and brokers, huck- 
sters, storekeepers, insurance men. 
They fraternize with firemen, they 
buy tickets to department benefits, 
they run errands for the engine 
houses, and some of them even do- 
nate generously to the Pension and 
other funds. They keep rubber 
boots in their cars, and lists not 
only of the alarm boxes, but of 
taverns, stores, or filling stations 
near each box, so they can call 
and learn what is burning. And 
they will dash off to a fire to the 
neglect of all other things. They 
even turn up in full dress. One 
ended a career as an actor because

URING the campaign of 1932, 

Herbert Hoover was a notori- 
“= ously inadequate speaker, dull 
and unconvincing, but by the time 
the 1936 campaign rolled around he 
had become transformed. I re- 
member listening to the talk he de- 
livered during the campaign on the 
Democratic inistration and its 
method of bookkeeping. It was in- 
teresting, humorous, convincing. 
One could hardly believe that 
the Herbert Hoover of 1936 
was the same man who spoke in 
such an unconvincing manner in 
1932. Mr. Hoover recently ex- 
plained this transformation to a 
friend of mie by saying that he 
now writes his own speeches. It 
is difficult—even for an experi- 
enced speaker—to read the ideas 
and phrases of another man and 
make them sound real and con- 
vincing. When you make a speech 
or write a letter, put yourself into 
it. Look into your own heart and 
write: and look into your own 
heart and speak.
